The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Applicant's cited prior art, particularly the translation of the "Notice of Reasons for 
Rejection" by the JPO, has been carefully considered. The examiner disagrees with the 
JPO assessment (to the extent that it is applicable to the current claims) that the 
teachings of JP 2002-114021 can fairly be combined with the teachings of JP '61 1 
and/or JP 713 to arrive at the currently claimed subject matter of the independent claim 
(claim 2) being issued here. Neither of the sub-plate doors in JP '61 1 (which controls 
air flow through a defrosting vent system) or JP '713 (which controls air flow through a 
outdoor/recirc vent system upstream of the blower) fairly teaches the specific flows 
being controlled in the independent claim (claim 2) being issued here.
